ALTOOOA, Pa., July 2.—A waterspout broke 
over the city at about 10 o’clock tonight, doing 
great damage, The rain is coming down in 
torrents, overfowing the streets and bursting 
sewers. Reports from Sout!ifork are that the 
great viaduct isin danger and no trains from 
the west have come in since six o’clock. The 
Juniata is rising beyond bounds at 
Tyrone, Kittanning Point reservoir, this 
city’s water supply, is expected to break 
as the water is povrirng over the banks likea 
small Niagara.

JOUNSTOWN, Pa., July 2.—Judge Cummins 
who has charge of the-cash relicf fund arrived 
here today and will’ open an office tomerrow. 
Hesays all sufferers will not get share of 
money, only needy ones receiving funds. It is 
probable money will be given out on the ver- 
centage plan, but the age of person, how many 
children he has dependent upon him, and the 
amount of property he still possesses will all 
be taken into consideration.

‘A HORRIBLE ACCIDENT 


GES INTO A WASH- 
OUT. 


ABOUT THIRTY PERSONS KILLED 


4 TRAIN PLUN 


And Twice that Number Injured—The Cars 
Take Fire ard Many Persons Are Burned 
to Death—Other Casualties. 

LyxcusvncG, Va., July 2.—A fearful acci- 
dent, by which alarge number of lives were 
lost, anda large number of people injured, 
occurred on the Norfolk and Western railroad 
at 2:00 o'clock this morning, one mile above 
Flax ston’ sswitch and thirty-one miles above 
this city. The rain had been falling almost 


continuously, and at times very heavily, for 


about twenty-four hours, swelling tie moun- 
tain streams greatly beyond their normal 
state. Several trains had passed over the 
road during the night, and it was thought that 
the line was safe for trafiic, notwithstanding 
the rains, and that no danger need be appre- 
hended. Atthe place of the accident, how- 
ever, the water had undermined the roadbed, 
and caused a washout about eighty feet. long 
and fifty feet wide. The water at this point 
was eight to ten feet deep. Into this watery 
gulch the engine 

MADE A FIGHTFUL LEAP 
while running at the rate of thirty miles, 
carrying with it the tender and cight cars. As 
the engine struck the bottom, the boiler ex- 
ploded. This fact greatiy augmented the 
catastrophe. Debris was thrown in every di 
rection by the force of the explosion, injuring 
some of these on the train by flying frag- 
ments and scattering fire-brands which ignited 
the wood work of the coaches. The flames 
spread and destroyed a large amount of mail 
and express matter, besides causing a panic 
among the already terror-stricken passengers. 
It is supposed that some of the passengers 
were unable to extricate themselves from tho 
wreck and wera 

CONSUMED IN 
but it is dificult to get accurate information, 
as employes of the Norfolk -and Western rail- 
road refuse to give anyinformation tothe 
public.

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

It is impossible to state the number of per- 
sons killed, but the most reliable estimate 
places it between twenty-five and thirty. The 
nuniber of wounded will be far in excess of 
the number killed. Thirty of the wounded 
have been i to Roanoke, thirteen to. Bu- 
fordsviile and fifty to Liberty. 

An sieoae a daughter of Mrs. Judge Thomp- 
son, of Augusta county, was kiijled, and Mrs. 
Thompson herselfis known to be very badly 
hurt. 

Pat Donovan, engineer, his fireman, a 
man named Bruce, was scaidx land burned to 
death by escaping steam.

when he met his death.

A relieftrain was made up at Lynchburg 

ate in the afternoon to go tothe scene ef the 
wreck, and a number. of physicians went 
down on it to do what they could to aid the 
wounded. ‘The Norfolk and Western people 
absolutely refused to allow any newspaper 
men aboard the train, and several who got on 
despite of orders to the contrary were put off. 
The railroad men also refused to give 
out any information in regard to the wreck, 

A special dispatch which was received about 
11 o’clock from the seene of wreck by way of 
Liberty, says: ‘“‘Six dead bodies have been 
recovered. The bodies of P. Donovan, 
engineer, and Postal Clerk Rose were recog- 
nized. The othersare not- known. Superin- 
tendent Cassell, although badly hurt, is cn the 
ground, and doing everything possible for the 
wounded. The railroad company has taken 
a larg Ze corps of physicians to the scene of the 
wreck from Roanoke, Liberty and other points, 
It is seat a large number of bodies were 
burned in the contiagration.

Their evi- 
dence, brietly, was this: The negroes were 
gambling. Goff claimed. that Wilitams owed 
him tifteen cents. W illiams gaid the debt was 
only ten cents. Williams gave a dollar to 
George Smith to bh: inge for him so he could 

give ten cents to Goff. Smith laid the change 
on the table and Goff put his hand on it, still 
claiming tifteen cents, and Williams insisting 
on only ten cents. Presently W i a8 said: 
“I'll kil! some of you G—d d—Ee ae aet

Witliams stepped back from the table, the. 
advanced and tired one shot into Goif’s breast. 
Goif seized Williams around the neck and cut 
him in the neck with a knife. Williams then 
took the knife from Goff. Both went out of 
the house, and Goff fell down on the street and | 
expired in a few moments. 

The evidence differed only at one material 
point, and here is where the jury presuinably 
made their verdict of voluntary manslaughter. 
Willie Reeves swore that he sawno knife in 
Goff’s hand until Willia :mS had shot him, 
when Golf then seized Williams around the 
neck and cuthim. George Smith swore that 
while the parties were at the table quarreling, 
and before Yillians shot, he saw 
Golf take a Knifo out. of his 
pocket and hold it in his hand by his side 

Williams made his statement to the effect 
that Goff wasadvancing upon him with drawn 
knife, and had his hand raised in the act of 
plunging the blade into Williams, when Wil- 
jiams fired. He claims that he acted entirely 
in self-defense. In point of character Wil- 
liams has always been considered much tne 
better man, Goff was known as a mean cliar- 
acter.

F letion in New | England. 

Some of the New Engiand papers are 
squirming in a very amusing way over the 
contrast made by Cardinal Manning in a 
recent article in the Forum between crime 
in a group of southera states.in 1560 and in 
the New England states. 

The contrast is very interesting. Thusin 
the six New England states on the 30th of 
June, 1860, there were no less than 2,459 
persons imprisoned for crime, while in the 
six southern states-—Virginia, Delaware, 
Maryland, North Capfolina, Sar. , Carolina 
and Georgia—there were onl yoo. ads *ersons 
in prison for ecr{me.
